* On the guestion of whether the 
LAAC should direct CCSA to form a subcommittee to address the 
feasibility study on common enrollment, 10 members voted yes and one 
member voted no. 

* On the guestion of whether

themselves if the motion passed, 7 members answered yes, three members 
voted no, and one member abstained.
